This paper, based on research studies. conducted under the author's direction by the 
Higher Educational Council of Puerto Rico, was prepared for the Inter-American Seminar on 
Literacy and Adult Education, held at Quitandinha, Brazil, July - August 1949. The point 
of view taken is that reading material for adults should be prepared in the light of a 
dynamic philosophy of education designed to meet the interests, needs and problems of 
adults. The known postulates of adult psychology and the complex nature of the reading 
process are then considered. Suggested norms for the evaluation of reading material con- 
cern content, style, vocabulary, instructions for teachers, and also physical considera~ 
tions, such as size, illustrations, print and binding. Extensive bibliographies on adult 
education and the reading process are appended, DP. 23 = 28.

A first-hand account of how the methods of self-help, co-operation, and demonstration are 
used, in comprehensive programmes of successful rural welfare work, first in selected 
villages in India and later in Mexico. Among the subjects discussed are Practical ways 


to help rural people increase farm income through the use of scientific agricultural prac- 


tices, co-operative marketing, the improvement of nutrition and sanitation, the introduc- 
tion or stimulation of subsidiary cottage industries (bee-keeping, sericulture, weaving, 
etc.), the re-orientation of rural education, and community recreation. The first 25 
chapters are based on the author's 18 years of work in India and are mainly revised re-

7% are specifically for Education. The reports on 1.535 felloships available to na- 
tionals of Non-Self-Governing and Trust Territories are of particular interest to funda- 
mental educators. In addition, Volume II includes extensive date on progra™mes promoting 
the international educational interchange of teachers, workers and young people. A sur- 
plement will shortly ve published covering available opportunities for vacation study.

The Economic and Social Council of the 
Inited Nations has approved a Plan of action for technical assistance to Le carried out 
by the United Nations Secretariat and the Specialized Agencies, and has developed proce- 
dures and general policies to guide the operation of these agencies on a coordinated vasis 
This document explains clearly the nature, Purpose, scope and operatity arrangements of 
the proposed programme and its relation to the Plans for implementation through the United 
Nations and Specialized Agencies.

tions were sent to press; of these27are published and 13,525 copies have teen sold. Most 
of the books issued are in vernacular languages, particularly Swahili and Luganda; works 
in English include fiction and viograPhy as well as tertbooks. A full descriptive list of 
Publications is appended.

This 
series is prepared and edited in West africa (by the Extra-Mural department of the Uni- 
versity College of the Gold Coast) and Published in Britain. The first pamphlet analyses 
the present state of West African education and stresses the gap that separates the schodl 
from the community. Improvements can be affected within the schools (through more prac- 
tical curricula), in the link between schools and homes (through better provision for 
girls' education), and in adult education (leading to social development’, co-operation 
and more vigorous citizenship).

This description and evaluation of the Extension Service in the United States (the largest 
adult education agency in the world) is a Look of first-rate importance to all persons en- 
gaged in adult and fundamental education. Of Particular value are the chapters dealing 
with the organization and administration of the Service; programmes and programme-planning; 
Methods of extension teaching; the training of personnel; techniques and results of ¢val- 
uation; and principles of extension work. Both authors are rural sociologists and educa- 
tors with wide practical experience. Dr. Brunner of Columbia University is the author of 
several well-known field studies including Working with Rural Youth; Community Organiza=- 
tion and Adult Education; Rural Korea; Rural Australia and Yew Zealand and A study of 
Rural Society (with H. Kolb). Dr. Yang, formerly Director of Mass Education in Fukien Pro- 
vince (China), is a member of the Rural Welfare Division of the Food and Egriculture Organ- 
ization. 


Olsen, Edward G., ed. School and Commmity Programs : A Casebook of Successful Practice 
from Kindergarten through College and Adult Education.

She has therefore prepared this little booklet, wiiich gives very simple and straigntforward 
instructions ion dressmaking and can be used as a follow-up reader.

A new course ii language teaching for Arabic-speaking adults. The Zeachers'iotes provides

uraded for vocabulary, syntax and sentence patteris; the promunciation of eacii lew word 
is given in broad phonetic characters. The author says: "The Direct-Oral Method does mot 4 
mean that the learner's mother-tongue is never to be used in the classroom..... (it) does 
require the extensive use of sPoken Anglish to enable tne learner to form direct asso-=- 

elations between new words, piirases and constructions and the concepts for which they ; 
stand". The student's Look therefore makes considerable use of Arabic to give explanations 

of urammar and setise; and similarly, there are numerous exercises to give the student prac- 

tice in spoken English.

The book is divided into four parts dealing respectively with general factors (climate, 
soils, implements, irrigation, land tenure and other economic aspects); the different 
kinds of crops cultivated (methods of planting, yields, etc.); agricultural diseases arid 
pests common in tropical areas (distribution, habits, control); and the rearing of live- 
stock (various types of cattle and small stock and their management, dairy and other cat- 
tle products, etc.). 

Appendices give useful facts and figures and there is a detailed index. The author,former- 
ly Provincial Agricultural Officer, Uganda, is now Lecturer in Colonial Agriculture at 
Oxford.
